. Lord Jellicoe’s book on the “Grand Beet has Sheen . 
published. It deseribes the work of the fleet for the first 
2} years of war and dwells on the dangers to which a feet: 
short of cruisers “and destroyers, with defonceless bases, 
was exposed owing to the’ enemy’s use of submarin es, mines 
aad torpedoes, pointing out that the High Seas Fleet pos- 

_ Sessed 88 compared with the Grand Fleet’s 42 destroyers. 
He reveals the fact that owing to the submarine manace’in 

: Autumn 1914 the Grand Fleet moved into Lough Swilly and only 
returned to the North Bea when the Scaps Flow anchorage 
was rendered reasonably ‘safe. He says that neither in 
October 1914 nor in May 1916 did the British margin of 
superiority justify him in disregarding the enemy’s torpedo 
fire. The position gradually improved after 1916, especially 
as the light cruiser-and destroyer forces with the Grand 
Fleet increased steadily. after the Battle of Jatland, consider 
ably reducing the danger of successful torpedo ‘attack, while. 
the inclusion of the K class submarines made it probable 
that the enemy would suffer more severely from submarine 
attack than the British” . a orn 

Lord Jellicoe says regarding 1918: "The position was 
assured and we could have afforded to take risks which in 1916 
would have been most-unwise. If the German Fleet bad 
come out to battle a terrible punishment awaited them.” 

One third of the book is devoted to the Battle of 
Jutland, summing up the lessons of which’ Lord Jellicoe 
dwells upon “the danger involved in leaving too much to - 
chance in s fleet action, becanse our fleet waa the one’and -. 
only factor vital to the existence of the Empire, as. indeed 
to the Allied cause. We hed no reserve outside the battle 
feet which could in any way replace it in the event of 
disaster, or even should its margin of superiority be eliminat-

ALLEGED SYSTEM OF 
“ SQUEEZE.” 


The salt merchants of Anhui. 
Kiangsi, Hunen' apd Hupeh 
are greatly exercised by the 
issue of an order, No. 1935, 
described’as “secret,” purporting 
to be the work of the Salt 
Gabelle, or at any rate having 
behind it apparently the authority 
of that.'organisation says “the 
North China Daily News, in 
a ‘recent issue.” The cir- 
cumstances said. to snrround 
it by the salt merchants are claim- 
ed by them to justify the state- 
ment that a gigantic “speeze”’ 
is being attempted first on them 
when, if successful, it is to be re- 
peated on all the salt merchants 
of the republic. If indeed the 
facts of the case are as stated & 
secret. order has been issued by 
someone.in Peking ordering 
an inspection of all the salt 
merchants’ licences in the 
above-mentioned provinces, 
charging them 4n enormous sum 
per licence as an inspection fee 
and sadling the merchants as a 
body with a sum out of all pro- 
portion to the work done as. ex- 
penses incurred by the examina- 
tion.
